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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-19 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, 
none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims. The prior art of record 
(US Patent # 6,847,613) relates to a method of monitoring communication flows carried 
across a network. The prior art of record (US Patent # 6,870,81 7) relates to a method 
and apparatus for monitoring calls over a session initiation protocol network. As to 
claims 1-19, the prior art of record does not teach a) creating a data flow table having 
an entry for each unique data flow, where each data flow entry includes fields selected 
from the group of fields consisting of origin IP address, destination IP address, time-to- 
live value, packet length, packet number, start time, stop time, origin port, destination 
port, protocol, any other suitable value and any combination thereof; 

d) adding at least one error field to the data flow table that corresponds with the 
at least one field of the data packet identified in step c) that is outside of the at least one 
user-definable set of values; e) entering in the at least one error field the at least one 
field of the data packet identified in step c) that is outside of the user-definable set of 
values; g) comparing at least one corresponding entry in the data flow table to the at 
least one field of the data packet entered into the data flow table in the last step; j) 
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identifying data flows in the data flow table for data flows that have ended; k) 
transmitting data flows, data from the at least one error field, and data from the at least 
one anomaly field for the data flows that have ended. Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
